We hardly ever know what to include 
in "expenses." We have no idea what the "ex- 
penses" of an Israelite were. Ii yon refer to the 
paying of wages to servants we would that the 
wages were paid before the division was nude. 
The wagee ot servants did not belong to the far- 
mer, therefore he oonld hardly be called on to 
give a tenth ot that. But if yon have reference 
to the expenses of the household tor living, etc., 
the law has no reference to that at all. The fam- 
ily ought to be able to have enough for living 
purposes from the nine- tenths that remain. Kead 
Leviticus 27 : 80 very carefully. However if there 
was a disposition to perpetuate the tithing ay stem 
to-day, we believe the Lord would gladly receive 
a tenth of the net income. 

Was the law ot tithing ever abolished or made 
negatory T Or in other words is it still binding 
on Christians?

The Savior's comment on the Pharisees' scrup- 
ulous manner of tithing herbs and neglecting 
weightier matters was ; "These ought ye to have 
-done, and not to leave the other undone." This 
did not look as it be condemned tithing. Tithing 
under the Mosaic was for the support ot the priests 
and Levites. See numbers 18 . 21—25. We have 
no Priests and Levites under the Christian dis- 
pensation, but we have those who devote them- 
eelves to the service of the Master. And it is the 
duty of those to whom they minister to look after 
their temporal wants, Bee 1 Cor., chapter 9th, 
also 2 Cor. chapter 9. Liberality is one of the 
fruits ot the Qospel. As far at tithing is concern- 
ed we do not think that the Lord demands any 
particular portion, hat we ought to give a portion. 
It is only a very stingy and covetous heart that 
will refuse to give anything just because the Lord 
does not say in his Uoapel in so many words, 
-"Yon must give a tenth of what you make for the 
support of my oause." Paul tayt : " Upon the 
first day of the week let every one of you lay by 
fail 

16 : 2). Bead alto the next verse. It does not 
seem to us that professing christians realize their 
duty and privilege, or such passages at Luke 6 : 
S3 and Matt. 19 : 29, would surely cause them to 
be more liberal. 


adoption of the solar year, according to which the 
year was attained to contain 885 days, 9 hours. 
The different ways of counting time by ancient 
nations requires a great deal of study to be thor- 
oughly understood. It is impossible to give a de- 
finite explanation in a little space. 
' (2) Through the great confusion arising from 
the imperfect way of reckoning time, Jnhns Cae- 
sar, in 46 B. , introduced the Julian calendar 
which assumed the year to be 865 days long with 
an additional day every fourth year. This was 
so comparatively perfect that it prevailed undis- 
turbed generally among Christian nations, until 
the remaining error of eleven minutes or to had 
amounted in 1582, to 10 days. Therefore Pope 
Gregory XIII ordained that ten days ahould be 
deducted troni the year 1582 by calling vvtitt, ac- 
cording to the old calender, would have been the 
6th of October the 15th of October. In France 
the change took place in the tame year, by calling 
the 10th the 20th of December. In the low coun- 
tries the change was from the 15th to the 25th of 
December. Through Protestant obstinacy and 
prejudice the change was not adopted in Great 
Britain and Ireland until 1752. It had then in- 
creased to eleven dayt. It was then enacted that 
the 3rd of September ahould be the 14th of Sep- 
tember. 

(8.) The Alexandrian Greeks had almanacs. 
The date of their first appearance in Europe is 
not precisely known. There are old copies in 
manuscript, dated the 14th century, o* which there 
are copies in the British museum and Cambridge 
University, Eugland. The earliest European al- 
manac worthy of notice was complied by the cele- 
brated astronomer Pur bash, and ap pes red be- 
tween 1450 and 1461, but the first printed alman- 
ac was that composed by a pupil of Purbach'a, for 
the thirty years from 1475 to 1506. A great deal 
more could be said about the first appearance of 
almanacs, but we hope this will suffice. Any good 
encyclopedia will tell you all you want to know 
about it.
